Growing Danger of War Is Cited as Reason 


Moscow —CT>—Because of increas. 


ing war danger and the need of 
greater production, the Soviet Rus- 
sian government adopted today a 
new working week—six days of 
work and a day of rest—to replace 
"Is revolutionary week of five work- 
ng days and a day of rest on thc 
sixth. 


Abandonment of the six-day week 


which was a feature of the changes 
wrought by thc bolshevist revolu- 
ion, was recommended by the So- 
viet trade unions and adopted by 
'he government. 


The Soviet radio said the number 


•>f working hours had been increas- 
d in capitalistic countries, and add- 
ed that "danger for our country 
Iso is increasing," and that it was, 
hereforc, necessary to step up the 
lumber of working days and hours 
o improve Ihc notion's defense. 


The Increase in thc number of 
ours will differ according to the 
•tegorlcf of the workvrn. Ttarmost 


the hours will be increased from 
seven to eight. 


In a message to all workers, tech- 


nicians, engineers, office employes 
snd members of the trade unions.

"Throughout the capitalist world

HITLER'S SECRET GAS 


All the evidence gathered by military agents 


abroad now points to the probability that Hit- 
ler's secret plan for conquering Britain is poi- 
son gas. 


It is significant that so far, Hitler has not used 


gas. Even more significant is the fact that he 
has been .storing it up in huge reserves French 
and British intelligence officers have sent back 
reports that alarming quantities are now manu- 
factured and ready for use. 


One reason Hitler did not use gas in attack- 


ing France and Belgium was that his army was 
moving too fast. His tanks and armored cars 
were penetrating into the enemy lines so rapid- 
ly that they would have caught up with their 
own gas. It would have hampered Nazi opera- 
tions rather than aided them. 


But in England it will be different. For the 


English Channel lies between Germany and her 
victim. There will be no danger of the gas seep- 
ing back to Nazi invaders until they actually 
land troops. 


And so far all evidence indicates that before 


attempting to land troops, Hitler will subject 
England to a rain of bombs such as the world 
never has seen before. 


On April 23, 1939, this column reported that 


the bcc>-et Nazi plans for attacking Britain had 
been secured by British intelligence agents and 
laid on Roosevelt's desk. These plans called for 
100,Nazi planes to fly over Brilain every hour, 


i 2,400 planes a day", dropping 80 -per cent high 
[explosive bombs to destroy buildings, 10 per 
, cent incendiary bombs to set fire to buildings, 
and 5 per cent gas bombs to keep fire and res- 
cue squads away. 


Only evidence lhat Ihese plans have changed 


is the huge stores of gas collected in Germany, 
which may indicale that the percentage of gas 
bombs will be higher. 


Only after Hitler has gassed and bombed 


England to the verge of surrender will the Nazi 
attack by sea begin.

"small grains used as nurse crops 
for legumes and perennial grasses 
and cut green for hay must be 
cut not later than the stage at 
which milk is first formed in order 
to be classified as non-depleting" 
In all cases except when the crop 
is cut.and bound into bundles with 
a binder, the maturity of the small 
gram crop is used as the basis for 
making the determination as 
to 


whether the crop will be classified 
as non-depleting. 


"Small grain cut with a Binder 


and bound jnto bundles will in no 
event be regarded as cut green for 
hay" say the officials. They have 
also ruled that when such small 
gram is cut green with a bmdei 
and not bound into bundles it may 
be considered not depleting if cut 
not later than the stage at which 
milk is first formed.

gram nurse crops for hay n is ex- 
plained, is to help the seedmgs get 
established.

Drop the lure a few feet back of 


the object. That should awaken any 
sleeping beauty, so that by the time 
the exotic morsel comes dancing 
along past his nose, he can make a 
ready grab at the forbidden fruit. 
And if you don't rouse him the first 
cast, offer your lure to him several 
times more. If he is in deep water, 
you may have to send a lure down 
after him. 


If you are fishing 
an extensive 


weed bed, attach a weedlcss 
lure 


and drop it among the rushes or 
pads—not at their fringe. 
A fish,

may stalk the lure as it is being re- 
trieved and strike when it drops in- 
to open water.
